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The  joy  of  this  year’s  greening  of 
springtime  in  Wisconsin  was  over- 
shadowed, clouded  by  the  February  9th 
death  of  NOW  Life  Member  Fred  Voecks. 
Fred  was  73  years  of  age. 

Fred  Voecks,  the  grocer,  turned  coin 
dealer,  shaped  and  promoted  post  World 
War  II  Wisconsin  numismatics  by  his 
wide-spread  activities  in  the  Fox  Valley. 
He  helped  form  and  hold  together  local 
coin  clubs  from  Oconto,  on  the  North,  all 
the  way  down  through  Fond  du  Lac. 

His  front  porch  shop  spawned  a whole 
generation  of  coin  collectors  and  many 
became  NOW  officers...  men  like  Jim 
Medd  and  Ray  Phillips,  who  sold  their 
circulation  finds  to  Fred  to  generate  cash 
to  buy  semi-key  coins  for  their 
collections.  Fred  often  consigned  coins  to 
the  “shoe  string”  dealers  of  the  valley, 
so  they  could  make  a few  dollars  as  well. 
There  was  no  paper  work  in  these 
transactions,  just  trust  and  good  will. 

In  1964,  NOW  News  announced  ‘‘The  Fox 
Valley  Coin  Exchange  boasting  one  of  the 
finest  and  most  modern  facilities  in  the 
Midwest,  has  recently  opened  for 
business  in  downtown  Appleton.  The  new 
quarters  feature  private  carpeted  offices, 
walk-in  vaults  and  up-to-minute 
teletype  service”. 

When  Fred’s  health  failed  in  the  1980s, 
his  son,  Fritz,  whom  he  had  nurtured  and 
trained  in  Numismatics,  provided  the 
competent  hands  into  which  the  coin 


business  passed.  While  Fritz  handled  the 
coin  business,  Fred  spent  his  last  years 
at  a second  love,  the  supper  club  he 
owned  at  Cecil,  Wisconsin. 

Retired  and  In  poor  health  for  almost  10 
years  from  the  Fox  Valley  Coin  Exchange 
he  founded,  Fred  was  one  of  the  foundation 
stones  that  NOW  was  built  upon  back  in 
1960.  A chartering  member  at  the  birth 
of  NOW  at  lola,  Fred  held  charter  number 
#47,  and  later  became  Life  Member 
#0004-L.  His  support  of  NOW  was 
solid!  When  I served  as  NOW  President, 
we  were  always  assured  we  could  count 
on  Fred  for  two  tables  at  those  early, 
formative  NOW  bourses.  He  also  had  life 
memberships  in  ANA  , Ducks  Unlimited, 
and  the  Wisconsin  Restaurant 
Association. 

Fred  served  as  a NOW  Board  of  Governors 
member  from  1972  through  1980  and 
during  these  turbulent  years  of  NOW, 
was  a quieting  and  steadying  force  to  our 
state  organization.  In  discussing  Fred’s 
passing,  no  one  could  recall  a harsh, 
personal  word  spoken  about  anyone  by 
Fred  Voecks. 

I personally  remember  Fred  best  for  his 
quiet  laid-back  humor,  always  bubbling 
beneath  a quizzical  smile.  Fred’s  many 
friends  in  the  membership  gratefully 
remember  that  he  was  one  of  us  back 
during  those  many  fruitful  years.

First,  most  of  the  tokens  1 needed  were  in 
another  collector's  possession.  Second,  most 
collectors  did  not  care  to  sell  the  tokens  I 
wanted,  but  were  eager  to  trade  them  for 
the  ones  they  needed.  I also  found  that  most 
Wisconsin  collectors  liked  to  collect  a 
sample  token  from  each  and  every  burg, 
city,  or  town  from  their  state.  I had  to 
adopt  this  system  too  or  I would  have 
nothing  to  trade,  and  my  areas  of 
specialization  would  never  expand. 


In  my  case,  the  town  was  Amherst  and  the 
Amherst  Junction  area.  I spent  most  of  my 
youth  in  Amherst  Jet.,  and  later  I moved  to 
Amherst,  just  a few  miles  away. 

Both  towns  are  very  small  and  not  many 
tokens  could  be  found.  I noticed  more  and 
more  of  the  tokens  I turned  up  were  from 
Stevens  Point.  Stevens  Point  is  a much 
larger  city  than  Amherst  or  Amherst  Jet., 
and  just  about  15  miles  down  the  road.  It 
also  had  a lot  more  businesses  and  therefore 
more  tokens.  I decided  to  add  Stevens  Point 
to  my  area  of  specialization  as  well. 

Token  books  had  to  come  in  play  now.  I 
wanted  to  know  if  the  tokens  I had  were 
listed,  and  which  ones  I still  needed.  Once 
this  information  arrived,  the  "token  bug" 
really  bit.  I was  determined  to  find  the 
tokens  I did  not  have. 


I advertised  for  tokens  in  the  local 
newspapers  and  displayed  want-ads  at  the 
local  stores.  I am  now  eager  to  buy  any 
tokens  from  Wisconsin.  Over  a period  of 
time,  I picked  up  a few  more  local  tokens 
plus  some  "trading  stock”. 

All  I need  now  is  to  find  more  collectors 
like  myself,  and  my  hobby  will  be  even 
more  satisfying  - traveling  down  the  trail  of 
tokens!

The  name  of  this  organization  is  Numismatists  of  Wisconsin  (also  known  as  N.O.W.). 
Numismatists  of  Wisconsin  is  a non-profit  and  a non-stock  corporation  organized  within 
the  framework  of  the  statutes  of  the  State  of  Wisconsin. 

II  OBJECT 

The  objective  of  the  Numismatists  of  Wisconsin  shall  be  to  encourage  and  promote 
interest  in  numismatics,  to  cultivate  friendly  relations  between  Wisconsin  coin 
collectors  and  the  coin  clubs  of  Wisconsin,  as  well  as  collectors  of  other  states,  and  to 
encourage  and  assist  new  collectors  and  coin  clubs.  All  resources  shall  be  used  to 
further  the  above  objectives. 

III  MEMBERSHIP 

Any  person  of  good,  moral  character  may  become  a regular  member  of  this 
organization  upon  application  and  with  the  executive  board’s  consent. 

Any  Coin  Club,  Historical  Society,  Library  or  other  organization  which  has  an  interest 
in  numismatics  may  become  a regular  member  upon  application  and  with  the  executive 
board’s  consent. 

Any  regular  member  is  eligible  to  apply  for  and  obtain  a Life  Membership  following  1 
year  of  continuous  membership. 

Any  member  can  be  expelled  for  just  cause  or  activities  detrimental  to  the  hobby,  upon 
written  complaint.  The  Executive  Board  shall  pass  upon  the  matter  after  due  hearing. 

No  member  shall  receive  direct  monetary  benefits  from  the  organization’s  assets  or 
functions.  In  the  event  the  organization  is  disbanded,  all  assets  shall  be  turned  over  to 
the  Smithsonian  Institute  for  exclusive  use  of  their  Numismatic  Division. 

IV  OFFICERS 

The  elective  officers  of  this  organization  shall  be  as  follows: 

President,  Vice  President  and  12  Governors. 

The  Executive  Board  shall  consist  of  the  President,  Vice  President,  immediate  Past 
President,  N.O.W.  News  Editor,  Secretary-Treasurer  and  12  Governors. 

V TERMS  OF  OFFICE  AND  VOTING  RIGHTS 

The  terms  of  office  shall  be  two  years  for  all  elected  officers,  except  Governors,  whose 
terms  of  office  shall  be  3 years  and  staggered. 

The  President  shall  appoint  a Secretary-Treasurer,  N.O.W.  News  Editor  and  a Curator- 
Historian  to  terms  coincident  with  his  administration.  Pg.  1 
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No  person  shall  hold  the  executive  office  of  President  or  Vice  President  for  two 
successive  terms  except  in  the  event  no  other  willing  and  qualified  candidate  can  be 
found.  They  may  be  elected  to  another  office  in  a succeeding  term. 

Any  person  holding  more  than  one  executive  board  post  is  prohibited  from  casting  more 
than  one  vote  on  any  question. 

An  unexpired  vacancy  on  the  executive  board  shall  be  filled  by  Presidential  appointment. 

VI  AMENDMENTS  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION 

This  Constitution  may  be  amended  by  a majority  vote  at  any  regular  or  special  meeting 
of  the  organization  provided  a quorum  is  present  and  provided  further  that  the  proposed 
amendments  shall  have  been  introduced  at  the  preceding  meeting  or  published  in  the 
preceding  issue  of  N.O.W.  News. 


BYLAWS 


I ELECTION  OF  OFFICERS 

Each  year  in  the  last  issue  of  N.O.W.  News,  the  President  will  issue  a call  to  the 
membership  for  nominations  for  the  election  of  officers  for  the  Numismatists  of 
Wisconsin. 

No  member  shall  be  eligible  for  election  as  President  or  Vice  President  unless  they  have 
been  a member  of  the  executive  board  for  a minimum  of  one  year  and  of  N.O.W.  for  a 
minimum  of  three  years.  Candidates  for  Governor  must  have  been  a member  of  N.O.W. 
for  a minimum  of  one  year.  Nominations  may  be  made  by  any  regular  member.  No 
member  may  nominate  himself.  The  Secretary  shall  review  eligibility  of  nominees  and 
provide  such  information  to  the  Election  Committee  when  required. 

No  nominee  may  accept  a nomination  for  more  than  one  elective  office  in  any  one  election. 
Nominee  shall  be  notified  by  the  Secretary  and  indicate  his  acceptance  or  rejection  in 
writing  to  the  Secretary,  within  dates  indicated  by  the  Secretary.  All  nominations  shall 
close  on  the  date  indicated  by  the  Secretary. 

The  Secretary  shall  cause  the  names  of  all  eligible  nominees  who  have  so  accepted  to  be 
printed  on  the  official  ballot  and  published  in  the  pre-convention  issue  of  N.O.W.  News  (at 
least  30  days  prior  to  our  Annual  Show). 

The  Election  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  three  members  appointed  by  the  President, 
none  of  whom  may  be  a candidate  for  an  office.  Duties  are  to  count  the  ballots  as  set 
forth  in  Section  7.  If  less  than  4 qualified  nominees  are  received,  the  President  shall 
declare  all  nominees  elected  and  will  appoint  a sufficient  number  of  governors  to  fill  the 
remaining  vacancies. 

Voting  shall  be  by  mail  only  on  ballots  distributed  by  the  Secretary  at  least  15  days  prior 
to  the  annual  spring  convention  or  spring  Board  of  Governor's  meeting  in  the  event  of  a 
delayed  show.  Ballots  will  be  sent  to  paid  up  members  only. 

The  Secretary  shall  retain  all  sealed  ballots  unopened.  In  the  event  that  the  Secretary  is 
standing  for  an  elective  post,  another  person  who  is  not  standing  for  election  shall  be 
designated  by  the  President  retain  all  sealed  ballots  unopened.  On  the  first  day  of  the 
convention,  or  at  the  spring  Board  of  Governor’s  Pg.  2 
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meeting  in  the  event  the  convention  is  delayed  beyond  the  normal  Spring  show  date,  the 
Secretary  or  designated  person  shall  deliver  the  ballots  to  the  Election  Committee. 

The  Election  Committee  shall  count  all  ballots  and  envelopes  and  report  the  total  votes 
for  each  candidate  to  the  President  and  Secretary  promptly  following  the  tabulation. 

The  candidate  or  candidates  receiving  the  largest  number  of  votes  for  the  respective 
offices  shall  be  declared  duly  elected.  In  the  event  of  a tie,  the  executive  Board  as  a 
unit,  shall  cast  the  tie-breaking  vote. 

' The  President  will  announce  the  results  of  the  election  at  the  N.O.W.  Annual  Meeting  or 
spring  Board  of  Governor’s  meeting  if  the  Annual  meeting  is  delayed  beyond  the  normal 
spring  show  date.  The  results  shall  also  be  reported  in  the  next  issue  of  N.O.W.  News. 

New  officers  and  Governors  shall  assume  office  following  the  close  of  the  last  business 
session  of  the  annual  convention  or  at  the  spring  Board  of  Governor’s  meeting  if  the 
annual  spring  convention  is  delayed. 

II  DUTIES  OF  THE  OFFICERS 

The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  and  in  his  absence,  the  duty  shall  fall  upon 
the  Vice  President,  Past-President  or  senior  Governor  (based  on  years  served  as 
Governor.)  The  President  shall  be  an  ex-officio  member  of  all  committees. 

The  Secretary-Treasurer  shall  keep  a written  record  or  report  of  all  meetings,  and 
shall  collect  and  disburse  all  monies,  keeping  an  accurate  account  of  all  such  transactions 
and  monies  of  the  organization.  He  shall  maintain  correspondence,  ballots,  dues  notices, 
and  other  records. 

The  Curator-Historian  shall  maintain  a historical  record  of  the  organization’s 
activities  and  reserve  examples  of  such  artifacts  as  are  produced  in  its  name. 

The  N.O.W.  News  Editor  shall  be  responsible  for  the  regular  production  of  the 
organization’s  journal  as  prescribed  by  the  Executive  Board,  including  the  advertising 
accounts. 

The  Executive  Board  may  conduct  any  and  all  business  not  specifically  reserved  for 
membership  action. 

At  the  expiration  of  their  terms  of  office,  all  officers  shall  deliver  to  their  successor  all 
books,  papers,  money  and  other  property  of  the  organization  which  is  in  their  possession. 

The  incoming  President  may  appoint  a 3-member  Auditing  Committee,  none  of  whom  may 
be  an  outgoing  member  of  the  Board,  to  audit  the  financial  and  other  records  of  the 
previous  administration. 

III  DUES  AND  APPLICATIONS 

The  dues  for  regular  membership  shall  be  set  forth  by  the  Executive  Board  per  calendar 
year,  payable  in  advance. 

The  dues  for  Life  Membership,  payable  in  a single  installment,  shall  be  20  times  the 
prevailing  annual  dues  for  a regular  membership.  Pg-  3 
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Applications  for  membership  shall  be  made  to  the  Secretary.  Each  applicant  may  be 
recommended  by  a member  of  N.O.W.  who  personally  knows  and  vouches  for  the 
character  and  integrity  of  the  applicant. 

Each  application  shall  be  accompanied  by  dues  for  the  current  calendar  year. 

IV  QUORUM 

A quorum  for  an  Annual  meeting  of  N.O.W.  shall  consist  of  no  less  than  7 Executive  Board 
members  and  any  eligible  members  who  choose  to  attend  any  legally-announced  meeting. 
The  organization  may  not  elect  officers  or  change  the  Constitution  or  ByLaws  unless  a 
quorum  is  present. 

A quorum  for  an  Executive  Board  meeting  shall  consist  of  no  less  than  seven  (7) 
members.  The  Board  may  not  make  any  binding  decisions  unless  a quorum  of  members  is 
present  or  polled  and  the  decision  has  a majority  vote. 

V MISCELLANEOUS 

This  organization  exists  for  the  mutual  benefit  of  its  members.  Each  member,  therefore, 
should  exert  a reasonable  effort  to  further  the  welfare  of  the  group  by  recruiting  new 
members,  attending  meetings  and  faithfully  discharging  any  assigned  duties. 

No  member  shall  incur  any  expense  in  the  name  of  the  organization  without  the  express 
permission  of  the  Executive  Board,  except  the  President  and  Secretary-Treasurer,  who 
may  incur  routine  expense  for  postage,  printing,  supplies  and  incidental  expenses  on 
behalf  of  the  organization  up  to  the  amount  of  fifty  dollars  ($50). 

The  annual  meeting  of  N.O.W.  shall  be  held  at  the  Annual  Convention  each  year. 

Interim  N.O.W  Board  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  President  at  such  times  and  places  as 
he  deems  appropriate.  The  Executive  Board  shall  be  called  into  session  at  least  3 times  a 
year,  one  meeting  of  which  will  be  held  during  the  Annual  Convention.  The  membership 
shall  be  notified  of  special  membership  meetings  at  least  30  days  in  advance  if  by  mail  or 
in  the  preceding  issue  of  N.O.W.  News. 

The  following  order  of  business  shall  be  used  at  any  Board,  Annual  or  Interim  meeting: 

1.  Call  to  order 

2.  Reading  of  the  minutes 

3.  Report  of  the  officers 

4.  Report  of  the  committees 

5.  Communications 

6.  Unfinished  business 

7.  New  business 

8.  Adjournment 

Roberts  Rules  of  Order  shall  govern  the  conduct  of  all  meetings. 

VI  AMENDMENTS  OF  THE  BY-LAWS 

The  ByLaws  may  be  amended  by  a majority  vote  at  any  Annual  or  Interim 
N.O.W  Board  meeting  of  the  organization  at  which  a quorum  is  present  or  by 
postal  referendum,  and  provided  further  that  the  proposed  amendments  shall 
have  been  introduced  at  the  preceding  meeting  or  published  in  the  preceding 
issue  of  N.O.W.  News.

Packer  “Autograph”  Frenzy  And  Bart  Starr

With  the  Green  Bay  Packers  winning  the  Super  Bowl  this 
past  year,  everyone  has  gone  crazy  with  purchasing  Packer 
memorabilia  (shirts,  hats,  jackets,  mugs,  footballs,  etc.)  and 
also  including  autographs.  In  1995,  we  attended  the  Krause 
Publications,  Day  In  The  Country,  after  the  1995  Milwaukee, 
Wisconsin  Central  States  (CSNS)  Coin  Show.  Needless  to  say, 
this  KP  gathering  was  a marvelous  event  that  everyone  had  a 
great  time  at.
